FROM CAMP LEE 


Some Advice Given to Other* who are 
to be Sent. 
Interesting Account of 
our Soldiers.

Camp Lee, Va., July 7. 
After our second week in camp the 
spirits of the boys are keeping up in 
.splendid shape. 
Very little dissatis­ 
faction is heard 
and all seem to be 
linking tile hest oi things—publicly 
at least. 
The only real kiek that my 
one 
has is the poor 
mail 
servile. 
Very few hare heard from homo or 
anywhere for that matter. 
(hie kind of mail we have been re­ 
ceiving, however, and very gladly too. 
The Times has been coming regularly 
and I think 
I am the most 
popular 
fellow’ 
in camp 
for a little 
wl ile. 
Th re is one grand scramble 
to see 
what the happenings are back home 
We 
never realized 
how good 
The 
Times was until now. 
* 


U p until this time the company ha* 
not been given the physical examina­ 
tion 
so no one 
knows who will 
be 
kept and who rejected. 
On Saturday 
a mental examination was given. The 
purpose was not to find out how much 
a man knows but rather to find out 
how quickly and 
how accurately one 
can think. 
At this 
examination all 
those who had not reached a certain 
standard were ordered to fall out. 
I 
am glad to state that not a man from 
Adams County was included in those 
who dropped out. 
Old Adams is not 
so far bock after all, even when com­ 
pared with our large cities. 
There are 
rumors that 
the most 
of the company is to be transferred 
.o another camp 
This is not official 
so very little credit can be given to 
it.

I don’t 
like the night work, but you can’t 
pick your time in the army. I have all 
the day to myself and it is an easy 
job. us I am not able to do any hard 
work. I don’t think I will do any more 
fighting or go out over the top after 
the 'Dutchmen.’ 
“ I did not receive any mail from 
anyone since I am out of the trench­ 
es, because I have been traveling all 
the time. 
I am due to stay here for 
quite a while (I hope). 
The weather 
here is very warm, and we go down 
town in the afternoon and sit on the 
beach and go bathing. 
*•------------------awarded the Croix de 
guerre for bravery. So if we live to 
lee this war over we will bring some­ 
thing buck besides wound*”.
